As many of Their Men, 
as pollibly could, got into 
the City. Wedo not know 

et exaltly their Number, 

ut ] am very well fatisſicd, 
that they do not intend to 
defend It betrer, then 
did the River Sbhannon,whi 
weareabſo yogi 
Kirk's Regiment 
Tt, have poſted 
themſelves in a very 
Cattle, at the other fide of 
the River. We have fome 
Cannon todefend the Ford, 


in Caſe the ſhould 


endeavour to it, and 
to Morrow we are to paſs 
it ; that is to ſay, One part 
of our Army, and the Other 
part is to ſtay on this fide, 
v#. of Munſter. Welave 
got Four pieces of whole 
Cannon, and to Morrow 
we Eight more. I 
dont they within 
will ;
